petual assets of Arkansas econ- 
omy. 


"It will especially emphasize 


the importance of five preven- 
tion, and reduction of fire loss- 
es, and selective harvesting, a 
combination of factors which 
any forestry expert knows can 
add as much as 25 percent of 
the total state-wide volume of 
new wood created by annual 
growth on the 20,000,000 acres of 
forests in Arkansas. 


"Of course, a total increase 


of only two or three percent in 
the present rate 
of growth 


would be sufficient to balance 
growth and .yield of timber 
within this state, but the high- 
er total would be still desir- 


-—mble-bccause within'a very"few 


years it would permit a justi- 
fied increase of at least 20 per- 
cent in the volume of the tim- 
ber harvests. This, in turn, I 
estimate would add as much 
as $10,000,000 a year in form 
of increased payrolls and in- 
creased income for the grow- 
ers 'of the trees. 
Finally, 


through the entrance of such a 
sum to the general trade chan- 
nels, it would add its rather 
considerable total to the com- 
mon prosperity of everyone in 
the state.

We wear it 
also in honor of the brave boys of 
Pearl Harbor, Wake, the Philip- 
pines, the.East Indies and all those 
who have sacrificed life elsewhere 
in this renewal of the conflict. 


"The poppy, as you know, was in- 


spired by the poem, 'In Flanders' 
Fields 
with its immortal lines: 


'In Flanders' fields the poppies 
blow, Between the crosses, row 
on row.' The poppies were the on- 
ly touch of beauty that survived 
amid the desolation of the battle 
front in France. They formed the 
only floral tribute on the graves of 
the dead and became for the men 
fighting there a symbol of heroic 
sacrifice. 


"This they remain today. The 


poem ends with the words: 'If ye 
break faith with us who die, We 
shall not sleep, 
though 
popies 


grow'in Flanders' Fields.' That :is 
their message for us today. We 
will wear poppies Saturday to show 
that we are keeping :the faith."
